Description. — Length of body 1050 u, foretarsus without claw 66 u. 


Head. — The head capsule is egg-shaped, mouthparts small and incon- 
spicuous. Labrum reduced, labial palp is strongly reduced with an apical seta, 
foliaceous sensilla and two other setae (fig. E). Maxillary palp with two spindle- 
shaped sensillae (fig. D). Canal of maxillary gland with prologed calyx, proxim- 
ally bipartite (fig. F). PR = 11 (fig. G). 


Thorax. — Foretarsus is characterized with dorsal sensillae being ft, clavi- 
form, f, setiform, and ft, willow-leaf shaped. All sensillae are present. Sensilla b 
is short reaching to y, as in Gracilentulus kenyanus CDE. Sensilla a, a’, b’ and c 
are broader than the others. The ratio of sensillae on foretarsus in the exterior 
Eae e: d:e: f: g as 24:12:23: 23,3: 26: 25: 20.5; onthe interior view 
Meme was 21: 23.5:21. BS = 0.5, TR = 3.15, EU = 0:16 (figs. A, B).

The outer genitalia. Squama genitalis Ẹ tripartite with long pcinted acrostyli 
(fig. I). Squama genitalis ¢ very similar to that of Gracilentulus (fig. K). 


Affinity. The new species belongs to the group of Gracilentulus-species 
without tube-widenings in canal of maxillary gland. It is closely related to 
Gracilentulus neotropicus Nos. but differs from it in the form of canal of maxillary 
gland, in the length of sensilla b, in the form of dorsal sensilla t and in the ratio 
of foretarsal sensillae. 


Derivatio nominis. Named in honor of Prof. Dr. S. L. Tuxen who has 
contributed to the knowledge of Brazilian Protura. 
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
